IN CONFERENCE. 


The Meuse and Senate Settling Differences—The 
tiver and Harbor ! 

Wasuineton, July 21.—In the senate Mr, 
Butler, rising to a question of personal 
nrivilege, remarked that he observed in the 
Record this morning that a pewon in ano- 
ther place, in discussing the contested elec- 
tion case, had made a wanton attack 
on his, Butler's, character, and com- 
mitted a breach of parliamentary privilege 
for which he was not culled toorder. He would 
not, at this late day, be betrayed into a con- 
troversy with this individaual, whose ac- 
quaintance he had never had the misfortune 
to make, but would rather leave him to the 
judgment and contempt of all honorable men 
for attacking another in a forum in which he 
could not be answered, and under cover of the 
privileges of that forum declining to allow a 
correction of the falsehoods he was uttering, 
or his garbling of evidence, perversion of 
truth and falsification of reeords. Mr 
Butler had withstood the mastiffsof the re 
publican party in the past, and could afford 
to dismiss with this brief notice this cur 
of low degree. The name of this creature he 
believed was Samuel H. Miller, a republican 
of Pennsylvania, a member of the house elec- 
tion committee. Mr. McMillan submitted 
the conference report on the river and harbor 
bill, and stated that agreements had been 
reached upon all the items except re- 
lation to the Potomac flats, the Hennepin 
and Chesapeake canals, and the Mississippi 
river appropriation, the controversy Upon 
the latter being as to the amount, 
He said the conferees recommended concur- 
rence as to all the items agreed upon; that 
the senate insist upon its amendment in the 
four items named, and appointa new confer 
ence. A long argument followed. Several 
members protested against the aduption of the 
report as jeopardizing the four items on which 
no agreement had been reached, and which 
they regarded as essential] features to the bill. 
The conference report was finally adupted—4 
yeas to 12 nays. and Mr. McMillan, Mr. Jones 
of Nevada, and Mr. Ransom were reappointed 
conferees on the part of thesenate. The house 
amendiment’to the senate amendment to the 
pensionappropriation bill was concurred in. 
The bill now goes to the president. The sen- 
ate soon after 4 o’clock resumed consideration 
of the revenue tax bill. Upon Mr. Bayard’s 
suggestion snuff was included in the  provis- 
ion already adopted, fixing the tax om manu- 
factured tobacco at 12 cents per pound. With-

AMENDING THE RULES. 

In the house, Mr. Blackburn, of Kentucky, 
from the committee on rules, reported a reso- 
lution providing that during the remainder 
of the session the hour after the reading of the 
journal shall be devoted to the consideration 
of measures reported from committees, sub- 
ject, however, to four objections. Adopted. 
Mr. Kasson, of Iowa, from the committee on 
foreign affirs, reported a bill to incorporate 
the Maritime canal company of Nicaragua. 
Placed on the house calendar. 

MATTERS IN CONFERENCE. 

Mr. Page submitted the conference report 
on the river and harbor bilis. The report, 
whicl is a disagreeiug one, was adopted, and 
a new conference committee, consisting of 
Messrs. Page, of California, Townsend, of 
Ohio, and MeLane, of Maryland, was ap- 
pointed. Mr. O'Neall, of Pennsylvania, from 
the committee on appropriations, reported 
the pension appropriavon bill with the sen- 
ate amendments, and the amendments were 
all concurred in, except one, which was verb- 
ally changed.’This will necessitate the return of 
the bill to the senate. Mr. Hiscock submit- 
ted the conference report on the geaerai de 
ficiency appropriation bill. The report states 
thatall differences between the two houses 
have been reconciled except that relative to 
the mileage of senators for the extra session. 
The recommendations of the committee on 
conference Were adupted so far as the items 
which were ‘not disputed were concerned. 
Among the amendments of the senate which 
were agreed to is that for the payment of the 
physicians attending the late President 
Garfield. A further conference was then or- 
dered and a committee, consisting of Messrs. 
Hiscock, Robeson and Cox, of New York, was 
appointed. The billto modify the money 
order system was called up and passed. It 
makes the maximum amount for a single 
order one hundred dollars, and the min.mum 
and maximum: -of postal order _ fees 
eight cents and forty-five cents. 
It also provides for the issuance of postal 
notes, for sums less then five dollars, ata 
charge of three cents. A number of bills 
affecting the postal seryice were reported. from 
the committee and edon the house cal- 
lendar. On motion of Mr. Upson, of Texas, 
the senate bill was passed authorizing the 
construction of a street railway bridge over

The Daily Telegraph has the following: 
ALEXANDRIA, July 20.—The deserters say 
that Arabi Pasha is not intrenched and has 
no intrenching tools. Aravi having erected 
fortifications just opposite Aboukir bay, and 
upon Mahmondich fresh water canal, placed 
a dum in the canal below his position close to 
the fortification and cut the canal banks 
above the dam, so as to send the water all 
along the front ef his position. This shows 
that Arabi Pasha has made a great mistake, 
as by damming the canal where he has he 
secures us plenty of water for some time, 
We have set to work to fill the reservoir here, 
so as to save all the water possible, but plenty 
will remain in the canal for present purposes. 
Arabi’s line extends from lake Marcutis to 
Aboukir. Having got some tools, he is now 
making works. Weare in some trepidation 
about water, and inquiries are making about 
condensers 

CALLING IN THE PLUNDERERS., 

Admiral Seymour has issued a proclama- 
tion declaring that by sunset on Sunday all 
the pillaged property and unclaimed goods 
may be brought to Lord Charles Beresford at 
the arsenal,and that anybody bringinyg'such 
things by that time will not be criminally 
treated, but anybody who has goods of this 
nature and does not bring them in will, if 
found out,be visited by the patrol,the property 
seized and the pilferer ‘punished. This pro- 
clamation is intended to meet cases cf numer- 
ous Arabs who have hidden plunder in their 
houses. Some have already brought 
in what they had. Over one hundred of 
Arabi’s soldiers deserted on Wednesday, and 
came to Alexandria. A’ meeting of sheiks, 
ulemas and notables, at Cairo, was held in 
consequence of the receipt of the Khedive’s 
letter dismissing Arabi. The railway authori- 
ties report that all is ready for the advance of 
troops, 

At seven thirty this evening water was still 
flowing in the fresh water canal, but the exit 
from the canal into the sea, is being blocked 
by a party of marines, so that the water below 
the point where Arabi has cut it will be re- 
tained. 

AN ADVANCE PREDICTED. 

The Daily Leiegraph in its second edition 
prints a dispatch from Alexandria which says 
it wi.l not be surprising if Arabi Pasha's 
measures in regard to the water supply of 
Alexandria lead to an immediate advance of 

sritish troops. Major-General Allison has 
telegraphed home for instructions. An Arab 
spy states that the damming of Mahmondich 
canal has flooded the country. [he water in 
places is knee deep, making the ground too 
soft for the movement of guns. A native has 
just been shot while attempting to set fire to 
ahouse in the city. The Daily News in 
its second edition has a dispatch from 
Port Said which says, that Arabi Pasha, after 
the bombardment of Alexandria, spread the 
report that the English troops had been de- 
feated. The conduct of the natives conse- 
quently is very insolent. The position is criti- 
cal. The Central News dispatch from Alexan- 
dria says a refugee from Cairo reports that 
numerous massacres of Europeans took place 
on Monday on the outskirts ofthecity. Gen- 
eral Allison will leave here to-morrow with a 
detachment. of troops to biow up the obstrne- 
tions in Mahmoudich canal. 

EQUAL TO A REPUBLICAN PROCLAMATION. 

The Times has the following second procla- 
mation from Arabi Pasha, which says: ‘‘The 
khedive has imprisoned his ministers at Alex- 
andria in order that they may be instruments 
in English hands. The telegrams dispatched 
by Ragheb Pasha authorizing the cessation of 
military preparations were forcibly extorted 
from him, gud are therefure invalhd. An 
irreconcilable war exists between us and the 
inglish.”’ Lhe Limes correspondent says he 
has received a letter from the interior, in 
which reports of massacres at Cairo aud 
Damietta are contirmed., At Cal- 
erib a family wus taken from 
railway train and put under the wheels. 
the employes of the Cadastral survey at T 
tah have been killed. ‘The official native re- 
port of the bombardment at Alexandria said 
that 8 iron clads were sunk, two burned end 
four captured, and that the latter would be 
brought to Cairo, The kilied at Tantah in- 
clude two English engineers named Crowther 
and Mocolan. A sheik anda governor tried 
to saye them but were unable. 

AN ALARMING SILUATION, 
Special Dispatch to The Vonstitution. 

Lonpon, July 22.—The News has the fol- 
lowing dispatch: Alexandria, July 21.—The 
position in regard to the water supply is be- 
coming alarming, There has been a fall of 
Mahmoudich canal of two inches. Unless 
more troops arrive soon to enable General Al- 
lison to drive Arabi Pasha from the pumping 
Stations the consequences will be terrible.

THE RESORT TO ARMS. 


England Propeses te Act as the Representative of Eu- 
rope in Kgypt. 

Lonpox, July 21.—The Daily Telegraph 
states that Lieutenant-General Sir Garnett 
Wolesley will command the expedition to 
Kgypt which will consist of 20,000 of all arms. 
Another battalion of marines bas been or- 
dered to prepare at once for service in Egypt. 
The Daily News believes that the porte’s an- 
swer to the invitation to send troops, is re- 
garded by the government as equivuleni to a 
refusal, and that a force will be sent to Egypt 
without delay. The Times 
ent reports that respectable 
tants complain that English soldiers 
have robbed and pillaged their houses. A 
jong dispatch from Earl Granville, foreign 
secretary, to Lord Dufferin, the English am- 
bassador at Constantinople, dated July 11, is 
published.

shall continue to set at the I[taliap embassy 
or be transferred to his residence. It is ex- 
pected that the porte will provose a counter 
scheme to the eflect that either Turkish com- 
missioners shall accompany the English and 
French troops orthat the Europeans shall 
hold the Suez canal while the Turks operate 
elsewhere. The Times says, also: *‘We un- 
derstood that Musifras PaSha, Turkish ambas- 
sudor, yesterday tried to convince the ZOV- 
ernment that the answer of the porte to the 
note of the powers 
regarding the dispatch of Turkish treops to 
Kgypt migit be taken to imply a willingness 
to dispatch troops, but it is difficult to recon- 
cile any such construction with the terms of 
the dispatch itself. The Times correspend- 
endent at Constantinople says the proposal 
discussed yesterday at the conference 
that the protection of the Suez canal 
he entrusted to England and France in con- 
junction with Italy, emanated from England. 
Chere is no«juestion of a permanent protector- 
ate, all that is aimed at isan eflicient protec- 
tion over the canal until order has been re-es- 
tablished. 

Lonpon, July 21.—A dispatch from Mar- 
seilles tothe Daily News says: Orders have 
been received atthe naval arsenal at Toulon 
to take measures for receiving in the barracks 
next week the different battalions which are 
to form the corps for Egypt. 


BRITISH POLITICS. 


The Arrears Bill—The Vote of Uredit for the Egypt- 
an Campaign. 

Lonpon, July 21.—At a meeting of one 
hundred conservative peers at Lord Salisbu- 
ry’s residence, it was decided to allow the 
Irish arrears bill to pass its second reading 
in the house of lords, but to introduce 
amendments to the bill in commons. The 
proposed amendments will not touch the 
question of ‘he loan and ¢1ft,but will deal de- 
cisively with other portions of the bill. 
It is understood that the conservatives 
in the house of commons will not oppose the 
vote of credit preposed by Mr. Gladstone to 
strengthen the forces in Egypt. but a section 
of radicals and home rulers will challenge it. 
It is stated that the vote will be two or three 
million of pounds. Mr. Gladstone will pro- 
pose that the vote be defrayed out 
of the revenue of the current 
fiscal year. He intends to ask 
the house of commons to increase the tax two 
pence in the pound. 

Colonel Brackenbury, late director of the 
Irish criminal investigation department, has 
been offered the appointment of military sec- 
retury to General Sir Garnet Woijseley. The 
Times says no actual appointment to com- 
mand the Egyptian expedition has yet been 
made, but it is well understood that Sir Gar- 
net ‘Wolseley will command it, and either 
Lieuteant-General Sir John Miller Adge or 
Major-General Sir Edward Bruce Hamley will 
be second in command.

BRADY’S [ILLUSTRATION 


Of the Famous Ne@ Way to Pay Old Debts—Mr. 
Walsh Testifies. 


WasuHIncrTon, July 21.—Judge Wylie to-dav 
rendered a decision upon the admission of 
the testimony of John A. Walsh, in the star 
route cases. The testimony was admitted 
and the defense noted an exception. Walsh 
was in court and at once took the stand. He 
testified that he had loaned Brady money at 
various times, taking his notes, and that 
when he sougt.t a settlement from Brady, in 
au interview held im the office of George H. 
Sheridan, Brady had asserted that his debt 
had been cancelled by increasing and ex- 
positing the mail routes held 
hy Walsh. At this interview 
Brady’s notes lay upon the table in the room 
during the conversation. Brady picked them 
up and put them in his pocket, and told 
Walsh that so far from owing him (Walsh) 
anything, Walsh was his debtor, inasmuch as 
he had not paid the assessment of $8,000 levied 
as his share of what was known as the con- 
gressional corruption fund used for the pro- 
curing the passage of the star route deficiency 
bill. Brady suggested that if Walsh 
chose he might bring a civil = suit. 
This suggestion Walsh adopted. and 
brought suit in New York for $42,000 
which suit is still pending. His lawyer is M. 
Henkel, who is counsel in the present case for 
Readell, one of the defendants indicted with 
Brady. Henkel was in the court room and 
listened to Walsh’s testimony.

_A LOGANSPORT BANK CASHIER IN 
LIMBO. 


Major John Longstreet, Chief Depaty United States 
Marsbal Gets His Hands on a Much Wanted 
ladividual—4a Talk with the Prisoner, 
ana what He hes to Say. 


For the pest week there has beem an under- 
current of information among the police con-

ture many gigantie etlorts were being made. 

The intelligence im the possession of the 
police and deteetives of this city was derived 
from the United States marshail’s office, and 
indicated that the wanted man was Oscar M. 
of Logansport, Indiana. He 
was discribed as a young man of about twen- 
ty-tive years, five feet seven inches, lighd 
hair, blue eyes and beardless face. It was al- 
leged that he had defrauded the Logansport,, 
Indiana, National bank of about $15,000, and 
that he was sailing under the namie of Oscar 
M. McFarland. ‘The discription of this man, 
whom the officers considered a ‘‘fat take,”’ 
was posted in every policeman’s hat, anda 
strict watgh was Kept upon the hotels, and 
every stranger subjected to a close espionage, 
but without any success until yesterday. 

HIS OF PENSE. 

The Logansport bank is a national one, and 
the United States marshal of Indiana put 
furth his exertions to capture the man who it 
is alleged defaulted. -On Monday the Indiana 
official telegraphed United States Marshal 
Longstreet of the offense and informed him 
that Goodwin, alias McFarland, was then 
making towards Atlanta, is not already in the 
city. The matter was taken in hand by 
Deputy Marshal John Longstreet, who, with 
that energy and tenacity which are bis pecu- 
liar characteristics, went to work to ferret out 
the fugitiveorshow that he was notin Atlanta, 
To made success doubly sure the deputy mar- 
shal took into his conthdence Chief Connolly 
and an Atlanta detective. Chief Connolly 
entrusted the case to his four .captains, and 
all day Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday 
they and the detective gave it their attention, 
but on Friday worning were apparently as 
far from success as when they began work, 
Among other information which Mr. Long- 
street received concerning Goodwin was the 
fact that he was suffering from the effects of 
a terrible disease. Instantly the deputy 
marshal conceived the idea that the wanted 
man would seek relief, and knowing the 
wide-spread reputation of

made in this city be sought their headquar- 
ters, where he inquired concerning new cus- 
tomers. Finally, through a series of ques- 
tions, be learned that a young man answering 
Goodwin's description toa‘'t’? had been in 
and purchased several bottles of the com- 
pound and consulted concerning the probable 
result of the mixture upon his condition. 

Yesterday Mr. Longstreet received another 
telegram from the Indiana marshalinforming 
him that Goodwin wasin Atlanla, and that 
he was registered at the Gate City hotel as O 
M. McFarland. This se tled the fugitive’s 
fate, for in a few seconds Mr. Longstreet and 
Captain Bagby were close upon his trail. He 
was not at his hotel; but about seven o'clock 
the deputy marshal sighted him in the Kim- 
ball house billiard saloon. Going up to him, 
he said: ‘Is your name McFarland?’ 

“Yes. What's wanted?’ was the young 
man's reply as he looked at his interrogater. 

‘Well, l have a warrant for your arrest,” 
remarked Mr. Longstreg®, as he turned to 
Captain Bagby. 

“J know what this means,”’ remarked Me- 
Farland as he saw the policecaptain approach- 
ing, ‘‘and I am rather glad of it. I am getting 
tired of this slipping about,” and getting up 
he willingly accompanied the officers to the 
city prison, where he now is. 

AT THE STATION HOUSE, 

As soon as the station house was reached 
the prisoner was subjected to a thorough ex- 
amination, but only a few letters, some en- 
velopes and ten duliars were found upon him. 
Of the envelopes there was fully a pack, and 
every one was directed to ‘‘Messinger & Bevan, 
Logansport, Indiana,’’ but no two were alike 
in their penmanship. Every’ envelope 
evidenced a desire to induce the belief that the 
letters therein came from different persons. 
Of the letters to him each one was directed to 
Oscar M. McFarland. They were from friends 
at home, and all of them expressed the great- 
est friendship and iove for the wanderer. One 
was from a friend who signed himselt 
“George,’’ and who advised Goodwin to come 
back at once. It said that 

HIS ACCOUNT WITH THE BANK 

had been squared,and that there would be no 
prosecution if he would return. It further 
described the consternation of the people of. 
Logansport when they learned that he had fled 
and howa heavy run was made upon the bank 
by its depositors who thought he had carried 
away a large amount of its funds. The writer 
also said that the president of the bank want- 
ed Goodwin to come home and promised him 
protection and concluded by promising to 
send him money. 

Another letter from Mr. Bevan said that 
the bank affair was all right, and advised 
Goodwin to come home. A third letter was 
from his sister, and was as follows: 

His SISTER'S LEI TER. 

July ist, Sat., 1s82—Our Dear, Dear Brother: 
Steve has just come over and told us you are alive. 
George Bevans would not tell him one word more. 
Oscar, We are almost crazy, and if you do not wnte 
to us I believe tat will be the 
end.

We will not let anyone 
know. Oh, Oscar, you nevercan know the mental 
auguish we have gone and are going through. May 
the good Lord incline you towrite. Unless He does 
incline you. You will not write. Oh, dear Oscar, 
please do write to us.

On his pocket-book was embossed ‘‘O. M. 
Goodwin,’ but nowhere could the missing 
treasure be found. When asked where his 
baggage was he directed the officers to where 
it could be found but when this was searched 
nothing but his clothing came to light. 

Soon after the arrest Deputy Mar-hal Long- 
street telegraphed the facts to United States 
Marshal Foster at Indianapolis, and is now 
awaiting instructions. Goodwin takes his 
arrest quietly. He is well described in a fore- 
going paragraph, except that he is now at- 
tempting to cultivate a mustache and chin 
whiskers.

THE QUESTION ANSWERED. 


Ne Relief Granted te the People, Bat an Additional 
Lead on Their Sheulders. 
Special to the Courier-Jonrual. 

WasHinetoy, July 1%—An editorial para- 
graph in che Couner-Journal remarks that 
merbers whe go back to theirdistricts for re- 
election will meet the question: *‘What have 
you done to lift the burden of taxation from 
the people ?’’ 

This reminded the Courier-Journal man 
that the democrats had. been making some 
notable efforts im this direction, and with 
some ewriosily as to the particulars he sought 
Mr. Carlisle, of Kentucky, and put the ques- 
tion to him. Mr. Carlisle said : 

“Upto the present time this congress has 
done absevlutely nuthing toward relieving the 
people trom the burdens of taxation. Late 
in the session a bill was taken up and passed 
in the house repealing the taxes on bank de- 
posits anal capital, bank checks, perfumery, 
cosmetics and matches, and reducing the tax 
on cigars aad cigarettes, but every attempt to 
extend the measure of relief to the great 
body of the tax payers of the country was 
promptly and almost unanimously voted 
down by the republican majority. IL believe 
the repabliean majority was en- 
tirely unanimous in defeating all 
amendments proposing further reductions, 
exceptin the single case of tobacco, for which 
afew republicaa members from the south 
voted, They voted down an amendment 
which provided that hereafter alcohol for use 
in the arts and sciences might be withdrawn 


-_—- 


‘from warehouses without the payment of the 


tax, thus refusing to permit the manufactur- 
ers of the country to havea free and cheap 
raw material. They voted down an amend- 
ment to reduce the tax on beer and also 
an amendment to repeal the tax on to- 
bacco, snuffand cigars, to take effect on the 
first day of July, 1883. They not only re- 
jected all amendimens for further reductions 
on the internal revenue bill, but when the 
tariff commission bill was pending they re- 
fused to allow the commission to be in- 
structed to reduce taxes in any case 
whatever. They even réjected a propo- 
sition to instruct the  eommission to 
provide that no duty should exceed 
fifty per cent on the valine of the article 
taxed. Now the internal revenue bill has 
gone to the senate, and the republican caucus 
has decided that it shail beso amended ther 
as to reduce the duty on sugar and to increase 
the duty on barrel hoops and ‘cotton ties. 
They propose to increase the duty on iron 
hoops used in making barrels from about 
$12 30 per ton to $33.60 per ton, and on iron 
ties used in baling cotton in the same pro- 
portion. This will impose a very heavy 
burden upon the producers of cotton, and 
upon all who use barrels or casks with iron 
hoops. In the case of totton ties, the in- 
creased burden will not be less than $600,000 
annually. At the present session of congress 
the house has passed a bill to increase the 
duty on hosiery and knit goods from thirty- 
five per cent ad valorem tu more than eighty- 
five per centad valorem. This will increase the 
burdens of the people who are compelled to use 
such articles many millions ef dollars every 
year, not less, [ think, than $10,000,000. You 
will see, therefore, that the present congress 
has not only failed to relieve the people from 
taxation, but that it is annually striving to 
increase the burden af taxation on some of 
the most important articles of consul ption. 
In the appropriations of the public money, it 
has been the most reckless cofigress that has 
assembled for ten years. It is how about cer- 
tain that the appropriations at the present 
session will be about §75,000,000 more than 
they were last year, and SenatorSherman said 
in aspeech the other dav that there would 
still be a deficiency of $35,090,000 before the 
fiscal year expires.

A STRANGE GEOLOGICAL STRUCT- 
URE IN GEORGIA. 


One of the Richest and Most Interesting Ore Beds 
Found in the Gold Fieids of North Georgia Be. 
tween Yahoola® River and Cane Creek— 

Som? Interesting Particulars. 


From the Dahlonega, Ga., Mountain Signal. 

This is a belt of strange geological structure, 
and, with its accompanying strata, is one of the 
richest and most interesting ore beds found 
in the gold fields of north Georgia, the most 
clearly defined and abounding portion of 
which lies between the Yahoola river and 
Cane creek, giving an. extent of nearly four 
miles in length and from six to eight hundred 
feet in width. The term black belt gets its 
origin from the color of the wall that sepa- 
rates the quartz on the southeast from the 


quartz sand and conglomerate ores on the 
northwest. This color is owing to. the 
immense amountof black oxyd of manganese 
contained in the slate. Notonly does the slate 
contain a sufficient amount of this oxyd to 
change the appearance, but veins from one 
‘o four feet in thickness are found dividing it 
from the lead on the northwest. In many 
places the quartz that intersect this dividing 
wall are very rich in gold, but generally the 
treasure is found in the ore deposits on its 
either side. In casting our eye from Dah- 
lonega southeastward we behold a high ridge, 
running northeast and southwest, unbroken 
by any flood that has ever come against it, 
save by the dashing currents of the Yahoola 
river and Cane creek.

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THE POULITICIAN’S RESORT. 


How the Georgia Campstzn is Looked Upon at the 
Virginia White Sulphur. e 
Special Correspondence of The Constitution. 

Wuire Suipeuvur Sprinas, Greenbrier coun- 
ty, West Virginia, July 15.—Thinking 
the readers of THe CONSTITUTION may en- 
joy hearing how matters are progressing at 
this favorite resort, I ask space tor a brief let- 
ter. The place is not full yet, but there are 
many arrivals daily, and all express the great- 
est delight at the improvements made here, 
which make the hotel in its conveniences 
and furnishing the equal of those at the most 
fashionable northern resorts. It has long 
surpassed those in the society which annually 
assembles here, because at none of them is 
there so little of amixture in proportion to 
the number of the people who frequent them.

When I 
was at Long Branch two weeks ayo General 
Grant speke to me of bis regard for Mr. Ste- 
phens, and said he always made it a point to 
callon bim when in Washington and re- 
gretled that when last he called Mr. Stephens 
had gone to the capitol, so they did not 
meet. 

General Grant was under the impression 
that Mr. Stephens was to be run for governor 
by the independents and expected to draw 
republican votes as well as democratic ones. 
I disabused his mind of this idea and told 
him that early inthe spring Mr. Stephens 
had told me he would accept nothing except 
from the regular democracy to which he had 
always belonged. Mr. Stephens is above all 
things faithfui to his party and his state, and 
is incapable of double-dealing, or even pre- 
varication.

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* MONOPOLY PROTECTION INTHE SOUTH 
The recent speech of SenatoV» orhees in 
favor of protection is attracting the atie)ition 
of the monopoly organs, They seem to re- 
gard it as a movement in their direction, but | 
unless the senator misstates his position or 
underrates the intelligences of the people, 
he is not likely to walk into the clutches of 
the monopolists. The position, however, of 
amere politician is of little moment to the 
people or to the newspapers, and nobody 
really cares whether My. Voorhees is in favor 
of the monopolies built up by otr present 
tariff system, or whether he is opposed to 
them. His counts in the 
senate, it is true, but the 
question of tariff revision will not be 
settled in the senate. The position Mr. Voor- 
hees may occupy is far more important to the 


vote 


monopolists than to the people, but we do 
not understand an organ of the former when 
it says that hereafter the voice and vote of 
the Indiana senator will be even -henceforth 
on the side of protection to American indus- 
try. cs 

What does the organ taean by protection to 
American industry? Does it mean that the 
farmers and laboring men of the country are 
to be taxed so that the monopolies that have 
sprung up under the 
of the war tariff shall 
to pocket the immense subsidies 
which the system throws in their way? If 
this is the meaning, the people will not sub- 
mit tothe swindle. Agitation of the question 
is already beginning in the west and it will 
reach such proportions that even Mr. Voor- 
hees will be glad toturn his hand and give 
his vote to the revision of the war tariff ‘in 
the interest of American industry. 

Free trade is a. myth to be classed along 
with the other myths of the so-called science 
of political economy, and it will remain a 
myth until the conditions of commercial life 
in this country are similar to those in Eng- 
land. Then our manufacturers will clamor 
for free trade; but until that time comes the 
public policy of the country will demand 
reasonable protection for new industries. 
This reasonable protection will not promote 
monopolies nor will it subject the people to 
an odious and oppressive tax. 

But, recurring to the ‘‘protection to Ameri- 
can industry,” aliuded to by the organ, why 
should it not protect American industry? 
Cotton-planting in the south ought to be 
ranked among the industries of the country: 
why should not cotton-planting be protected? 
The cotton-growers compete in a foreign mar- 
ket (v hich fixes the price) with cottons raised 
by means of Coolie labor; but in the face of 
this fact, it is proposed by the ‘‘protectionist”’ 
to place an additional tax on the iron ties 
used in marketing the staple. This tax, in 
the aggregate, represents an immense sum to 
be filched annually from the pockets of the 


‘ 
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the po-kets of one or two manvéicturers of 
iron ties in Ohio and Pennsylvania. 

Tue Constitution has already called at- 
tention to this infamous proposition—indeed 
the whole question was discussed in these col- 
umns some months ago. At that time we 
were compelled to refute some very queer 
arguments to the effect that the farmers sell 
their iron ties at a profit, and so forth and so 
on. Since then, the men who buy cotton 
have taken up the cause of the farmers, and 
it is quite likely that our people will have a

EUROPEAN CROP STATISTICS. 

Commissioner Loring is a practical man. 
Instead of cultivating impossible crops, he 
givesall his time towards making the agricul- 
tural department as useful as such an institu- 
tion is capable of becoming. He has thus far 
proved a capable, sensible and efficient officer; 
aud the establishment of a central office in 
London for the collection of European crop 
statistics will not lessen appreciation of his 
work in the minds of intelligent observers. 
Mr. Edwin J. Moffat, of New York, is to have 
charge of the new office, with the title of 
deputy consul general. His duty will consist 
in ascertaining the status of growing crops 
and results of harvests. The commissioner 
says that freedom from bias of classes or in- 
terests is to be zealously guarded against, 
and the most impartial and _intelli- 
gent European judgment and information 
enlisted in aid of the service. Cable dis- 
patches, mostly during the growing and _ har- 
vest, will be received, and more extegged 
reports by mail will be published in a. 
cial monthly statistical reports. The impor- 
tance of this work will be seen from the fact 
that the exportation of more than a third oi 
the wheat crop of the United States, of one- 
fourth of the pork products, large shipment 
of beeves and beef, mutton, hogs, and other 
products, bring into prominent importance a 
knowledge of the changes in Eeropean 
production, and the current condition of 
crops in all EKurepean countriés. 
The commissioner says, in the present condi- 
tion of trade, the crops of all commerci#! 
countries of the world are pooled for the mar- 
kets of the world, and the American farmer 
must have accurate information of prospect- 
ive production, upon which depend the prices 
which he may expect for the products of his 
labor, This work is especially in the interest 
of the individual farmer. Western grain- 
growers have been particularly anxious that 
the department should undertake prompt col- 
lection of European crop statistics. The pur- 
poses of this work are: 

1. To establish a system of European re- 
ports tor monthly information of the status 
of growing crops in which American produ- 
cers have a direct interest through current 
exportation to supply the deficiency of Euro- 
pean harvests. 

2. To collect statistics of the meat produc- 
ing animals of the farm in European coun- 
tries, with current changes in number and 
condition, and also of the production of stock 
on hand and prices of beef, mutton, perk pro- 
ducts, butter and cheese. 

3. To make any required investigation 
from time to time into the facts and processes 
of European agriculture which may be 
deemed of advantage to the interests of Amer- 
ican. producers. 3 

4. To utilize the oppurtunities offered by 
connection with tbe consular system of the 
United States, and those by courtesy and re- 
ciprocity accorded by’ the foreign consular 
service, ta collect any special statistics which

The moment this horrible pageant is over the 
friends and relatives of the trampled men rush up 
to them and do their utmost to make it appear that 
they have sustained ne injury from the pressure.

Attorney-General Anderson and Captain 
Jackson, his associate by special employment 
of the governor, have prepared the document 
which will take the matter of the validity of 
the State road lease into the courts. The 
proceeding is an information in the nature of 
a quo warranto, and will be filed in-the 
superior court within the next few days. It 
calls on the Western and Atlantic Railroad 
Company to appear and show cause why the 
lease should not be broken. Judge Hillyer is 
out of the city, and the matter will come up 
before some other superior court judge. It 
may be that Judge Hillyer is disqualified, 
After the paper is presented to the superior 
court, the judge will fix a time for its bearing 
not less than ten nor more than thirty days 
from the filing.

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THE ATLANTA UNIVERSITY FARM. 


A Statement of What It is Made to Do and Wiat is 
Produced. 

The report of H. M. Sessions, superintend- 
ent of the Atlanta university farm has been 
made. It shows that over 12 acres have been 
put under cultivation the past three months, 
with the following crops: About two acres in 
rarden vegetables, to supply the tables for 
over 200 boarders; one acre of Blunt’s pro- 
lific corn: 1'4 acres of fodder corn, 4 acres 
German millet, *4 aere each of Irish and 
sweet potatoes, setting over 7,000 plants of 
Jersey sweets; half acre each for fodder of 
cow peas, sorghum, oats, ivory corn, Doura 
or rice corn. He commenced planting gar- 
den and early rose potatoes the 17th of March, 
and in five weeks furnished full-grown rad- 
ishes for the table, peasin eight weeks, and 
potatoes in 10 weeks. Over 90 varieties of 
seeds have been planted in the field and gar- 
den, including samples of 20 varieties of 
grasses, SOWnN on separate plats of grounds, to 
test their quality and endurance of climate 
and soil, and to afford. instruction. The fol- 
luwing are most of the vegetables and 
crops planted and growing on_ the 
grounds of the university: Ten 
varieties of corn, eleven of beans, five of peas, 
four of potatoes, and one or more varieties 
each of tomatues, beets, radishes, spinach, 
lettuce, squash, turnips, cucumber, okra, car- 
rots, parspips, Onions, sage, cabbage, cauli- 
flower, collards, kale, rye, oats, millet, flax, 
hemp, cotton. Peas, planted the 16th of 
March, Were harvested the 12th of May—2O 
bushels were gathered from as many rods of 
ground, or at the rate of 16) bushels per acre.
